The work, though 
referred to by Lowndes, was unknown to him, he taking his 
reference from Watt and Chalmers, both of whom imperfectly 
described it. The pronounced loyalist views expressed in 
this tract brought on the author the animosity of the 
parliamentarians, who had his library searched and his 
manuscripts destroyed. This “stuck him so to the heart 
that he never recovered it.”

What Shallow afterwards says about the 
management of the little quiver fellow’s piece, or caliver, 
will not weigh in either scale; because in all these shows 
there were musketeers. In that at Smithfield the feryers 
marched, consisting of ‘one hundred handsome fellowes 
with calivers on their necks, all trimly decked with white 
feathers in their hats.’ Maister Thomas Smith, who in 
Mr. Malone’s note is said to have personated Prince Arthur, 
was ‘chief customer to her majesty in the port of London ;’ 
and to him Richard Robinson, a translator of several books 
in the reign of Elizabeth, dedicated his Awncient order, 
societie and unitie laudable of Prince Arthure and his knightly 
armory of the round table, with a threefold assertion friendly 
an favour and furtherance of Huglish archery at this day. 
1583, 4to. Such part of this work as regards Prince Arthur 
is chiefly a translation from the French, being a description 
of the arms of the knights of the round table; the rest is 
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a panegyric in verse by Robinson himself in praise of archery. 
It appears from the dedication that King Henry VIII 
confirmed by charter to the citizens of London, the ‘famous 
order of knightes of prince Arthur’s round table or society :
